molten glass b etAvcen their b lowpipes, 
and after it has b een b lown hollow 
they gradually stretch it out Into a 
long, swinging rope, hollow in the cen­ 
ter. When cool, it is skillfully chipped 
Into fragm ents of uniform size. These 
fragments are then picked up b y b oy s 
and stirred in a tub with sand and 
ashes to fill the holes and prevent the 
sides flattening when heat is again ap­

This final heating is done In a 
skillet over a hot fire to round the 
edges and give the b eads a glob ular 
form. 
When cool they are placed in 
sieves, the sand and ashes drop out of 
the holes, and the b eads are ready to 
b e sorted according to size.—London 
Standard.

LOCAL OPTION SUNDAY 


Dix on Pastors Will Discuss the Sub­ 
ject, January 29 . 
The ministers in Dix on in affiliation 
with the local 
pastors’ 
association 
will devote the morning service on 
Sunday , January 29, to a discussion of 
the local option bill prepared by the 
Illinois Anti-Saloon league, and will 
impress upon their hearers the im­ 
portance of using their Influence for 
its passage by the state legislature. 
In this they will join the general 
movement among the pastors of the j 
state. 
It is estimated that 2,000 j 
ministers will, on that date, make ad. 
dresses from their pulpits on the sub­ 
ject. The object is to impress upon 
the general assembly the Importance 
of the bill and 
the 
interest the 
churches ¡are taking in the matter. 
Ten of the league’s best men will 
be in Springfield on that day and will 
occupy as many pulpits in the local 
churches. 
They will come prepared 
with statistics and arguments in sup­ 
port of the bill and will lay the foun­ 
dation for the legislative fight which 
is to be made duriDg the session. In 
order to fortify the ministers who are 
not well acquainted with the details 
of the bill, the league has supplied all 
pastors with pamphlets ex plaining 
the measure and advance copies of the 
proposed statute. 
y 
The Idea of a concerted move on 
January 29 was suggested at a con­ 
ference of Chicago pastors, five hun­ 
dred of whom have formed an organ­ 
ization te assist in pushing the work 
of the league. 
They have recom­ 
mended in addition to the special 
services tha t mass meetings be held 
throughout the state and that the 
subject be kept alive during the en­ 
tire session. 
In addition to this widespread dis­ 
cussion, the league will also be assist­ 
ed throughout the entire session in 
the dissemination of information by a 
sy ndicate of 
religious and reform 
papers published or circulating largely 
in 
the 
state, 
with an aggregate 
weekly 
circulation of 
over 
three 
quarters of a million, which has been 
formed 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
securing prompt and accurate inform­ 
ation of the progress of the local 
option campaign in the Illinois legis­ 
lature. 
One of the direct objects sought to 
be accomplished at the meetings on 
January 29 is to protest against the 
namiDg of Senator “ Hank” Evans of 
Aurora, Kane county , as chairman of 
the senate committee on licenses and 
privileges. Incidentally , the senate 
combine is to be criticised for its di­ 
rect affront of the Illinois Anti-Sa­ 
loon league. It is the senate combine 
that is placing Senate Evans at the 
head of bis old committee for the pur­ 
pose of bury ing the local option bills 
tha t will come from the Anti-Saloon 
league. The league made a bitter 
fight on 
Ey ans’ re-election to the 
senate, endorsing his Democratic op­ 
ponent, and Evans’ position at the 
head of the license committee will 
give him an opportunity to retaliate, 
because the local option bills in the 
senate wili be referred to the license 
committee 
With Evans at the head of the com­ 
mittee on 
license there 
is 
small 
chance for a local option bill’s passing 
at this session of the legislature.

Judge Gest Has Disagreeable Duty to 
Perform at Rock Island. 
To have to pass sentence on the son 
of a friend of tweoty -tivie y ears stand 
ing was the duty of Judge Gest in the 
circuit court at Rock Island on the 
pita of guilty of George Gilmore, son 
or John Gilmore, long time merchant 
of Milan.

Judge Gest told the y oung man 
when arraigned on the lobbery in­ 
dictment that there was no compulsion 
about his pleading guilty . He had 
the same right as others who were 
brought before the bar—the privilege 
of a fair and impartial trial.

to say so. He did not wish him to go 
to the penitentiary unless he was de­ 
serving of such punishment.

“ Your honor,” said the y outh, “ I 
have been advised to plead not guilty , 
but I am going to disregard the coun­ 
sel of those who doubtless thought 
they were doing the best possible for 
me, and for reasons best known to 
my self, I enter a plea of guilty .

will he a relief to my conscience. 1 
would be telling an untruth to the 
court if I said I 
was innocent of the 
charge that the 
grand jury

brought against me. The stain of a 
penitentiary sentence, 
I know, 
is 
morally hurtful, but I believe it will 
do me good. 
I am glad that the 
officers got me when 
they did. 
I 
would have done something worse if 
I had not been stopped. 
I was losing 
control of my self. Your honor, I am 
content to place my self in the hands 
of the court.” 
This from the son of his long time 
friend is what touched Judge Gest—a 
manifest satisfaction in receiving pun­ 
ishment for a wrong that he felt a 
relief in admitting. It showed a man­ 
ly sp irit-a desire to do better. “ My 
boy ,” the court said, “ it hurts me 
probably more than it does y ou to 
send y ou to priso:n but I have no al 
ternative.”

There are no flowers, but 
a dusty fern iu a majolica pot: on 
the mantelpiece a clock and a candela­ 
bra, with framed photog raphs in the 
spaces between; ov er the cottag e pi­ 
ano the portm® of M. lc Professeur in 
the g reen embroidered uniform of a 
member of the Academy of Science, 
with his dress sword, ov er which he 
g enerally stumbles.
